Moon will be viſible in our Hemiſphere , If che Air 
de clear, 

The Firſt Eclipſe of the Sun falls My the One 
and twentieth, and the middle time thereof at twen- 
ty ſeven minures paſt Ten in the morning, and will 
be viſible to us, if Clouds interpoſe nor ; this Eclipſe 
is celebrated in ten degrees of Gemins, the Aſcendanc 
of the famous City of London, Which I pray God pre- 
ſerve from Fire, &c. And Proclus tells us, that an 
Eclipſe of the Sun, in che firſt ten Degrees of Gemzni, 
ſtirs up difſentions, ſtrifes, and ſeditions, amongit 
Clergy-men, and all manner of Merchants and Me- 
chanicks of every Order, deadly Hatred, contempt of 
Laws, negle& of Piety and Holy Duties, with breach 
of Covenants do alſo follow, this Eclipſe will be viſ- 
bleat Sr, Helens, Sr. Mary Madagaſcar, St. Martins 
Mauritania, &c. 

The ſecond Eclipſe of the Sun, happens upen che 
Fourteenth day of November, the middle time thercot, 
hfreen minutes: paſt Bleven at night, and therctoce rior 
vilbleco us, but it may be ſeen in Chyna Fepan, the 
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South-Sea, America, New Grarado, St, Thom, 
New-Spain. &<c, 

The FirſtEclipſe of the Moon falls on May the e- 
venth, the middle time therevt, ar thirty four mij- 
nures after three in the morning, and p:rt thereof may 
be ſeen with us before Sun-rifing, *twill alſo be vi- 
ſible at Brafi!, St, Laurence, Pulind, Tfland, New- 
Spain, Norway, CC ape of good Hope, Barbary, Frict- 
land, North Americs, &c. 

The ſecond Eclipſe of the Moon, falls Ofober the 
Thirtieth day, and the middle time,(or greateſt obſcu- 
ration?) will be at Fifty fix minvures afrer Ten inthe 
morning, not viſib'e in our Horiton, bur it maybe 
ſcen in Aagellanici, Iſland, New-France, Florida, 
Cuba, Kaſt-Sea, Malabar; and the Caſpian Sea, &c, 
Eclip/es Luminarium ſiper Cruttates, Provincias (F 
Regna maths quam ſuper private conditionis bominer, 
aut etiam ſuper Reges reſpictunt enim multitadinem, 
Cardan Seg. 5, Aphor. 45. i.e, Ecliples of the Lumi- 
naries bave fignification or operate , by their Influ- 
ences, more forcibly upon Cities, Provinces, and

eZ quinotial Sign Aries, making the days and nights 
ejual all over the World, except within the Polar 
Circles. The natural remper of this Seaſon, is Hot 
and Moiſt, but if the weather vary and deviatefrom 
Its proper temper, wit, to be dry and windy, 
then *rwill prove very unwholſume for Old People 
and Women with Child; if the Spring happen to be 
Wer, then Agues will be plenty and dangerous, the 
Summer following, as alſo Vertigoes, Impoſthumes, 
Frenſies, &c, Bur if the Spring happen, not only to 
be very Wet, but Warm, with much Wind from the 
South, it porrends many InfeRious Diſeaſes amongſt 
the people, in general, yet AMclancholly perſons 
enjoy their kealths beſt this Quarter, the Sanguine 
the contrary ; let ſuch-breathe a vein, and thereby 
prevent danger ; for thoſe diſeaſes that proceed from 
exceſs, or putreſation of Bloud, are molt noxious 
this Quarter, 

In this Vernal Figure, we have the Celeſtial Sign 
Scorpio aſcending ; concerning which Sign of che 
Zodiack ( or twelfth part of the Heavens) much con- 
troverſie and diſpute hath lately ariſen, inſomuch that 
now it is generally believed to be, what the Antients 
have long fince wrote thereof; vit. a Sign of fallity 
and deceit 3, at leaſt naturally inclines ſuch perſons, 
thar draw their firſt breath under that Sign, to be roo 
much guilty of fraudulent and treacherous aQions, 
eſpecially if Mars be ill placed in the Figure z and if he 
happen to be in Taurw, his Detrimenc near the 
Pleiales, he cannot reaſonably be more unhappily 
placed for miſchief —-.

( or antient People ) revive 3 but young Perſons lan- 
guiſh, becauſe they abound wich Bloud and Choller, 
and are thereby much expoſed ro Feavers, eſpecially 
the Tertian; for thoſe Diltempers that proceed from 
Bloud or Choller, are more dangerous than thoſe 
which ariſe from Bloud and Flegm, Mars keeps his 
Court in the Manſion-houſe of Diſeaſes, in the Fi- 
gure of rhe Suns Ingreſs into-Cancer, and is poſited 
there in the Sign Leo, which portends bur a fickly 
Quarter, and ſuch Diſtempers which afli& rhe Hearr 
and Back ; therefore let all perſons that yalue their 
healths, be exceeding careful, 'In the moneth of 
Fune, forbear ſuch Meats which do ingender Phlegme, 
or moiſt humours 3 Now acup of White wine faiting 
purgeth Choller, and obnoxious humours frem the 
Stomach z Eat ſparingly, and ſuch Mears as are light 
of Digeliion , now alſo rife early, and exerciſe the 
Body by moderate Walks, and if eccafion- be, you 
may adventure to breath a Vein, bur in Fuly and 
Auguft beware of Bleeding and Purging, &'c,

Sign Cancer , and falls rhis year upon the 

12th of Seprember , rwo minutes patt fygur of the 
Þ ; cigpck 
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clock in the afternoon ; this ſeaſon of the year, i; 
by nature, Cold and Dry, and therefore the San- 
2uine Conſtitutions are now beſt in health, bur the 
Melancholly aflited in Body by Dittempers 5 this 
Quarter is moſt healthful tor Youth, bur otherwiſe 
for Aged perſonsz when this ſeaſon of the year is 
dry, and abounds, or hath frequent North Wind, 
then are thoſe perſons, who are of moiſt and Phleg- 
matick Conſtitutions, beſt in health, bur Men and 
Women of other Conſtitutions, will be ſubjeR to 
Feavers and other Diſtempers, incident to their 
Natures. 

In the Figure of the Suns Ingreſs into Libra, 
Fupiter is in the Eaſt Angle of the Moon, free from 
afflition, and therefore this Quarter may be reaſon- 
able healthful, bur the Conjunction of Mars and Ve. 
#w in the. Eighth Houſe of the Scheme, portends 
danger to ſuch perſons, eſpecially thoſe of the Fe- 
male Sex, who too freely proſtitute themſelves, to 
the embraces of their pretended Lovers, In the 
moneth of September you may adventure to eat 
what. Meat or Fruit your Stomach defires, Now is 
the time to purge freely, and cleanſe the Body of 
groſs humours, which Nature cannot expell, In 
OFoher, drink. new and pleaſant Wine moderately, 
ear not too liberally, but let Bloud, and Purge, 3s

If the Winter be at" ag and there be much Wind from 
the South, and '11t]e or no Froft, this portends ſuch 
diſeaſes, that a/Aict rl;e : Breaf and *omach, alſo ſtop- 
page of Urine, and Coltiveneſs in the Belly, with 
ſh:rpnefs, inflamations, and exulcerations; If the Win= 
ter affords much Frof?, and ſcarce any Snow, it is the 
Prodromas of aPlague, or ſome other Epidemical gi- 
ſtemper the Summer tollowing, The Conlticuriuns of 
the Heavens, at the Suns Ingrels into Capricorn, is 
moderately calm. and portends (according to Natural 
Cauſes) no conſilerable change, either in the Air, or 
in Mens Bodies ; as for the weather, and che various 
alterations thereof,let rhe Reader conſule the Calendar 
part, This moneth of December uſually affords much 
Melancholly and Phlegme in Peoples Badies.,,and 
makes them heavy, dull and cold, and therefore it con- 
cerns all people that valve their healchs, ro Antidore 
themſelves from cold, an4 cat ſuch Mears that are of a 
hot quality. In Fannary, drink White Wine often te 
cur the Phlegme, which now is predominate in Mens 
Bodiesy W alk not abroad in the ni ighr,and abſtain from 
Bleeding, as much a; may be. In Febrazry you may 
ſafely cake Piils to purge the Head, and now boiled 
Meat is much more to be preferr'd chan RoR, in regard 
it keeps the Body ſolub'e ; and thus muck upan the four 
Quarters or Seaſons of the year. Inthe nex: place, I 
hid thoughts to have continu d mv Diſcourſe che laſt 
year, concerning the Third He»wen, &c. and thereby 
performed my promiſe in that Almanac; but upon ſe- 

cond Conſiderations (there being ſomething of neceſſi- 
ty for the ſame) I ſhall divert my Pen to a ſubjett more 
proper,and preſent the Reader with what follows vit- 
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A fhort Diſcourſe of the year. 


Oncerning the beginning, continuance, and end- 

ing of the year, there arealmoſt as many ſeve- 
ſeveral reckonings, as there are ſundry Nat jons,which 
at preſent I ſhall paſs by, and take my Epocke from 
Fulizs Ceſar, who in his time, obſerving the great in- 
equality berween the Leap-year and the Common-yer, 
as alſo the great confufion and diſorder of each in par- 
ticular, id then confider- which way he might recot- 
cile thoſe differences, and bring the year roa more 
certain and nearer equality (and afrer much pains, and 
long ſtudy, and many conſultations had with the Gre- 
cians and others) "at laſt (by the advice and help of 
the Famous Sefigines) reduced the year into the form 
which ir ill rerains, and we now uſe, vix. 365 dayes 
6 hours ; Now Fulims C zſar conſidered alſo, that it 
was no eafy matrer to reckon theſe fix hoursevery year) 
for if ſo, jt would come to paſs, that if the firlt year be- 
gan in the morning, the next would begin at noon,and 
the next at nighr, ſo that we ſhould drive the beginning 
of the year every four years a day farther, without the 
perting of a day, ſo thar in 124 years, our Lady would 
all upon, or near unto the day, upon which the Feall 
of St. Mark Evangelift is now celebrated z ro avoid 
which inconvenience, he order'd that the fix hours 
of the firſt, ſecond, andthird year, ſhould be reſerved 
ro the ſix hours of the fourth year, and the whole diy 
conhiſting of four rimes fix hours, ſhould every fourth 
ar be added to the month of February, in regard, 
tis the ſhorteſt of the twelye, and this day he put ne 
afcer the 24th of February, and being thus inſerted be- 
rween the 24 and 25 of that monerh, it js called Diet 
Inter calaris, and the year in which this Inrercalarion 
happeneth, is called Annu intercalaris, or Biſſextilh, 
and the reaſon why 'ris fo called, is this 3 The fix ©

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lends of March ( according ro the Roman Account) 


fell al»ays upon the 24th gay of February, to which day 


the Letter F. belongeth, now by reaſon of the inter. 
poſition of this day, the ſixth Kalends at March, and al- 
ſo the Letrer F, bclonging thereunto, i3 again repeated, 
and therefore *cis called Annu Brſſextili, and the Let- 
ter F, ſerving to the 24 day ot February, being twice re- 
peated, $8, Ma:thias day is then obſerved upen the Let- 
ter F. or the 25 day, according to the antient Verſes, 


Bis-ſextum ſexta muirtis ten»ere calende, 
Poſteriore die celebrantur Feſta Mathie. 


Now to prove the neceſlity of a Leap-year, thus much 
may be ſaid; If the interpolition of the aforeſaid dies in- 
zercalgres into every fourth year were negle&ed, there 
would happen thereupon , this Inconvenience , that 
in the ſpace of 364 years, Chriftmas-day would fall 
ppon that day, which is now ou® Lady-day, and that 
is proved thus, vince every fourth year- is a Leap- 
year, it muſt neceſſarily follow that ſo many times 
that the Diget is in the Compound number 364, 
ſo many Leap-years mult needs be comprehend- 
ed in the ſaid ſam of 364 years, and ſo many Leap- 
years 2s there be, ſo many days mult be alſo inſerted into 
thoſe years, viz. (intoevery Leap-year one) now the 
fourth part of 364,is 91, and ſo many cays are to be ad- 
ded to thofe 91 Leap-years; now g1 days will make three 
moneths, viz, two monerths of 3o days apiece, and one 
moneth of 31, days, and rh-ſe 3 moneths are x3 weeks, 
which is a compleat Quatter of a yeay, which if it were 
negle&ed, and not accovnred of, then by the premiſes ix 
plainly appears, that in 36. years, a whole Quarter of a 
yerrs error would happen in the computation of the 
true time for Chriſtmgs-day,and the more the number of 
Leap-years be, in which the atoreſ1id Dies [atercalares 
are intermitted, the greater will the error be, ſo that in 
728 years, Chriſtmgs-44y would happen to be kept on 
Midſummer day, as will manifeltly appear to any perſon 
thar will take the pains to cxamine it, Now 


Now to know for any year paſt, preſent, or to come 
whether it was,is, or will be, Leap-year, do thus, divide 
the years of our Lord propoſed, by four, and the Quo- 
tient will ſhew, how many Leap-years are paſt fince the 
Incarnation of Chriſt, the remainder, if there be any, 
will diſcover to you, whether that year be the firſt, ſe- 
cond, or third, from the lat Leap-year, according 2: you 
find the Figures remaininz, 1. 2, or 3, bur if there be 
no remainder, then thar preſent year is Biſſcxtile, or 
Leap-year, according to the Dyſtich.

Having thus declared what a year is, as well Biſſextile 
25 Common, it now remains, tha: I ſhew wherein they 
difſer, which I nd robe in theſe two things, Firſt, the 
Leap-year hath always one day more than the Common- 
year, andconſhiſteih of%3 65 days, and the opinion of one 
Philoſopher was, that Annus uno die 1bundant Biſſex- 
tilis nuncupatur co quod contineat 366 dies, ubi ſena- 
ris bis ponitur 4 quo numero ſerario bis its replicas, 
Bifſextilem eum appellaverunt. But this is but one 
Doors opinion, the true reaſon why it is called Biſ- 
ſextile, I have before declared ; But ro proceed, the ſe» 
cond difference between a Common, and a Leap-year 1s 
this; A Common year hath but one Dominica! Letter 
throughout the whole year,whereas a L exp-ycarhas two, 
the one ſerving from the firlt day ©! Fanudry,to the 24 
of February, andthe ortber trom thence unto the years 
end, this change of the Dominica] Letter 1s caufed, by 
reaſon of tke interpolition of the Dies intercalari thus; 
2 week conſiſts of jult ſeven days, to which days in the 
Kalender there belongs ſeven Letters of the Alphabet, 
vie. A,B, C,D,E,F, G. Now which of theſe chance 
eo be Dominical Lerter, the next in order after him ſer- 
veth for Monday, and the next following him for Taeſ- 
d:y, &c. and in regard the week mult contain juſt ſeven 


days, neicher more or leſs, and for that in every 
Leap-

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| Leap-year there happens two FF, together in February, 


viF. (one upon the 24, the other upon the 25 day) ir 
conſequently follows, that the 9th day atter, muſt needs 
fll one Letter ſhorter than ic would have done, if the 
orderly courſe of the Letters were not interrupted by 
the coming rogether of the aforcſ+id rwo FF, as may be 
plainly diſcovered by any expired 4/manick for a Leap- 
year 3 and this is the difference berween the Gommon and 
Leap-year, asalſo the reaſon thereof, with the manner 
of changing the Dominical Letter. 

The year thus ordered by Fulius Ceſar,was afterwards 
in honor and memory of him, called Annus Fuljanm, or 
the Fulian year, and in the firſt Great and General 
Council, held ar Njce,in Pontus, Ann, Dom, 322, it was 
decreed, that this only Form and Account of the year 
ſhould be obſerved throughour all Chriſtendom 3 which 
Form, both for the antiquity thereot, and fer that it was 
commanded by the aforetaid Council, and no better ac- 
count then known, all Men were eaſily perſwaved wil- 
lingly co follow ; yer I dare nor affirm this Account of 
Fulins Caſar to be exatly true,becauſe his year contains 
365 days, and full 6 hours, according to that of Ovid, 
Lib. Faflorum.

Whereas indeed every year wanteth ſome few minutes 
of jult 355 days 6 hours, nor Cid the atoreſaid Nicene 
Council, take any netice of the ſmall want that the day 
in every Leap-year wanted of 24 hours, being but gbour 
43 minutes 3 now although this ſm]! Inconvenience be- 
ing particularly conſider'd in every four years, can breed 
no ſenſible differexce, yet by lung continuance of time, 
this ſmall exceſs is grown ro a great error ; for ſince the 
aforeſaid firlt great Council there are paſſed this preſent 
year 338 Leap-years,whick multiplied by 4 3 minures.the 
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Predu@ is 14534 Minutes, which being divided by 1449 
(being che xumber of minutes in a natural day, or 24 
hours) leaves in the Quotient ten days odd hours, and ſy 
much is the &Equzno tie! gone back from the 21 of 
March, which day at the time of the General Council, 
ic fell, as was then obſeryed ; and this is the cauſe of the 
difference between the Roman Calender, and ours 3 For 
Pope Gregory the 13th having obſerved the effqui- 
notial, to have fled back from the 21 of March fo far, 
that in his time, vi7, Anno 158 2.it fell upon the 11th 
day of che ſame moneth, co ſer ic in his right place again, 
he cauſed the aforeſaid ten whole days, firſt arifing oux 
of the exceſs of the 43 minures in every Leap-year, to 
be wholly omitred, and caken out of the Kalender ; fo 
making the &AZ quinofzal to fall again upon the 31 of 
March, upon which it happened at the firſt Conhrma- 
tion of the Julzan year, by the Wicene Council (as is 
aforeſaid) upon which alteration ot the account of the 
year, followed likewiſe the alteaation of their Eafter,and 
all othertheir Moveable Feaſts, fo that Pope Gregory 
was forced by his Bull, toproclaim all ſuch to be Here» 
ticks, who would not receive and follow this his Reform- 
ed Account, But we, and ſome others, who (1s it ſeems) 
either feared not, or elſe cared not for his threats, did 
then, and do (till retain, and uſe that Form of the 
year, firſt inſticuted by Tulizs Ceſar, and afterwards 
confirmed, and commanded by the afurcſaid firſt Gene- 
ral Council without any abatement, but whether it were 
beſt for us to alter our Kaſendar, according to his cor- 
retion z I dare not take upon me to diſpute 3 But as 
Captain George Wharton in his Almanack for the year 
1558, (as Itakeir) well intimates in his diſcourſe of 
years,moneths,and days, If al! Biſſextiles were omitte4 
but 5 2 years, that alone would gradually and inſenſubly, 
without the leaſt inconveniercs, bring us to two days bs 
fore the Gregorian, and b: agreeable 10 the Suns place, 
4 our S4vieurs Birth, whereas the Roman (being re- 
duced 
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duced only to the —_— Council of Nice) would be 
two days leſs exact, And if aſter that the Bifſextiles be 
hept as before ( except in every 132 Years wherein 
4 Leap-day muſt be exempred for ever) or elſe, that one 
day be ftruck of every 100 years, ( except incach 4oo ) 
for ever, there would need no more to bave our Chri- 
ſtian Feſtivals kept, & cording 10 Primitive obſer v4- 
tion, For by ſuppofing the Tropical year, to be (according 
10 Bullialdus) 365 days, 5 hours, 49 minntcs, 4 ſeconds, 
and 21 thirds, the annual Redundancy allowed it by Ju- 
lius Czſar, will be 10 minutes, 55 ſeconds, 39 thirds, 
which complentcth one day in 132 years, and but tee 
minutes, 25 ſeconds, 48 thirds over, and three days in 
400 years, wither minutes wver, which makes but one 
day in11294 years, very incorfuaderable. Thus far that 
Leirned and Loyal Perſon, and my very worthy Friend, 
Now by reaſon of the diſagreement between us and 
the Roman Account, Aſtronomers are forced thus to 
diitinguiſh between us and them, Annus Novus, their 
year and Annu Vern our year , ſaying, fuchan Aq was 
done, or ſuch a thing happened, Prime die Tau. $1lo 
veteri,, Wndecimo vero die ejuſdem menſts Sty!o novo. 
Laſily, to give you 2 more preciſe deſcription of the 
year ; it is the ſpace of time, continuing or running on 
while the Sun departing from any one dererminate Point 
of the Zodiack, returneth unto the ſame again, which re- 
volution is performed (according to ſome Aſtroromi- 
cal Tables) in 365 days, 5 hours, and berween 56 mi- 
nutes, 53 ſeconds ar the moit,and 42 minures 38 ſeconds, 
and 27 thirds at the leaſt, every year differing from the 
former, in ſome few minutes, ſeconds and thirds, which 
difference or inequality, is cauſed by the unequal pre- 
ceflion of the &£ quinoFial points, of which, here is no 
place ro diſcourſe farther, This year is by Affrono- 
mrs, calledthe Unequal, or Apparent Tropical year, 
and begins at the Vernal &/£ quinox : Now there is ano- 
ther Tropical year, which is called the &£ qual Tropic. 
year 
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year, containing 365 cays. 5 hours, 49 minutes, 15 ſe- 
conds, and 46 thirds, which remains always the ſame, 
and is, as it were, a mean proportion between the two 
tormer Extreams of 56 minures, 5; ſeconds, and 43 
minures. 38 ſeconds, 27 thirds, ſo that we may well 
in general terms, fay that a year confiſteth of 365 
days, 5 hours, 49 minutes, 15 ſeconds, and 46 thirds; 
( or rather as Bullialdus bas ſtated ir, as aforeſaid) | 
becauſe what ir exceeds this quantity one year, twill 
want in another, Norte, that Aſtronomers do begin 
che year at the Firſt day of Fanuiry, and fo it is vul- 
garly taken with us: But the Church of Englandfrom 
a1 antient cuſtom bezins the year upen the 25th of 
March, ſ5that the Date of all Writings, Deeds, Evi- 
dences, Leaſes, and ſuch like, have their beginning of 
the year at our La1y-1-y, &c. 

And thus I have finiſhed this Diſcourſe of the year, 
which being plain and ſhort, will be eafily underſtood 
by the meaneſt capacity, and I hope well accepted by the 
Courteous Reader, withing him as many years of hap- 
pineſs, as there b: days in the year,
